Power of the Pen 


The dullest of us are not insensi- 
ble to tho part thai letters play in 
our lives. We know how a bright, 
gay, newsy letter can cheer us up 
and put new hope and courage in 
us, and how one that is sadden 
with tears and complaints and dis- 
mal forebodings and that reads like 
the Lamentations of Jeremiah, can 
depress us almost to the point of 
suicide. 


We know that when we are in 


far countries the sublimest scenery 
on earth doesn't look as good to us 
as a letter from home, and we know 
tho dispair that eats our hearts out 
when we - look for the letter that 
never comes. Scarcely a one of us 
has not tucked away among our 
treasures an old love letter, or the 
scrawl of a lillle child's first let- 
ter to us. 


Powerful Instrument 
Recognizing thus the power of 
the letter as a builder-tip or a tear- 
er-dovvn of morale, it is strange 
that we so completely ignore its 
ability to function in another most 
needed capacity, and that is as a 
solver of family discords. Its mis- 
sion would be that ol! the pacifier, 
the pouring of oil on the troubled 
waters, ffnd it would do more than 
any other one thing to end the in- 
cessant squabbles 
between 
hus- 
bands and wives, and parents and 
children, that make so many homes 
nothing, but a battlefield on which 
the fight never ceases 


We often hear it said -that if a 


brawling couple would.get together 
and talk over ;their differences, they 
could straighten them out. Noth- 
ing is less true, because, in the 
first place, nothing can be more 
irritating than the human voice and 
it is" never so much what people 
say to us that gets on our nerves 
as the way they say it. The sim- 
plest expression can become a fight- 
ing word. 


In the second place, a disagree- 
ment between husband and wife, or 


® 


parents and children, can never be 
settled by word of mouth because 
no one will stick to the subject 
about which they differ. It may 
start over as simple a thing as the 
breakfast coffee lasting like hog- 
wash, or the wife having paid too 
much for a hat, or the husband, 
having hired a pretty young secre- 
tary, or whether Sally is old enough 
to use lipstick. But before they 
know it they have dragged in all 
the family skeletons and resur- 
rected old grievances, and Mama 
is in tears and Papa bangs the 
door behind him and starts to his 
office. And another home is on the 
skids. 


Now if disgruntled husbands and 


wives would sit down and write 
out a full statement of their peeves 
with each other instead of discus- 
sing them viva voce, it would prac- 
tically end domestic strife. To be- 
gin with, when the great majority 
of husbands and wives listed the 
faults of their mates, they would 
find that they were offset by so 
many virtues that they would won- 
der why they were silly enough to 
let thpin break up Ihe happiness of 
their homes. 


In Ihe second place, in a letter 


the aggrieved parly would have a 
chance to state his or her case, as 
he or she could never do in the 
heat of a biller argument, and it 
would give the party of the second 
part the opportunity of thinking the 
matter over calmly and dispas- 
sionately and realizing that a wife 
had a right to an allowance and a 
husband to good meals, and both 
had a. right to their opinions. 


And, 
in the third place, the writ- 


ing of a letter involves delayed ac- 
tion, and it would prevent many a 
divorce if a husband and wife en- 
tered into a correspondence about 
it, instead of putting on their hats 
and rushing to their clubs ,or going 
back home to Mother.

Power of the Pen 


The dullest of us are not insensi- 
ble to tho part thai letters play in 
our lives. We know how a bright, 
gay, newsy letter can cheer us up 
and put new hope and courage in 
us, and how one that is sadden 
with tears and complaints and dis- 
mal forebodings and that reads like 
the Lamentations of Jeremiah, can 
depress us almost to the point of 
suicide. 


We know that when we are in 


far countries the sublimest scenery 
on earth doesn't look as good to us 
as a letter from home, and we know 
tho dispair that eats our hearts out 
when we - look for the letter that 
never comes. Scarcely a one of us 
has not tucked away among our 
treasures an old love letter, or the 
scrawl of a lillle child's first let- 
ter to us. 


Powerful Instrument 
Recognizing thus the power of 
the letter as a builder-tip or a tear- 
er-dovvn of morale, it is strange 
that we so completely ignore its 
ability to function in another most 
needed capacity, and that is as a 
solver of family discords. Its mis- 
sion would be that ol! the pacifier, 
the pouring of oil on the troubled 
waters, ffnd it would do more than 
any other one thing to end the in- 
cessant squabbles 
between 
hus- 
bands and wives, and parents and 
children, that make so many homes 
nothing, but a battlefield on which 
the fight never ceases 


We often hear it said -that if a 


brawling couple would.get together 
and talk over ;their differences, they 
could straighten them out. Noth- 
ing is less true, because, in the 
first place, nothing can be more 
irritating than the human voice and 
it is" never so much what people 
say to us that gets on our nerves 
as the way they say it. The sim- 
plest expression can become a fight- 
ing word. 


In the second place, a disagree- 
ment between husband and wife, or 


® 


parents and children, can never be 
settled by word of mouth because 
no one will stick to the subject 
about which they differ. It may 
start over as simple a thing as the 
breakfast coffee lasting like hog- 
wash, or the wife having paid too 
much for a hat, or the husband, 
having hired a pretty young secre- 
tary, or whether Sally is old enough 
to use lipstick. But before they 
know it they have dragged in all 
the family skeletons and resur- 
rected old grievances, and Mama 
is in tears and Papa bangs the 
door behind him and starts to his 
office. And another home is on the 
skids. 


Now if disgruntled husbands and 


wives would sit down and write 
out a full statement of their peeves 
with each other instead of discus- 
sing them viva voce, it would prac- 
tically end domestic strife. To be- 
gin with, when the great majority 
of husbands and wives listed the 
faults of their mates, they would 
find that they were offset by so 
many virtues that they would won- 
der why they were silly enough to 
let thpin break up Ihe happiness of 
their homes. 


In Ihe second place, in a letter 


the aggrieved parly would have a 
chance to state his or her case, as 
he or she could never do in the 
heat of a biller argument, and it 
would give the party of the second 
part the opportunity of thinking the 
matter over calmly and dispas- 
sionately and realizing that a wife 
had a right to an allowance and a 
husband to good meals, and both 
had a. right to their opinions. 


And, 
in the third place, the writ- 


ing of a letter involves delayed ac- 
tion, and it would prevent many a 
divorce if a husband and wife en- 
tered into a correspondence about 
it, instead of putting on their hats 
and rushing to their clubs ,or going 
back home to Mother.

Gen. Omar Bradley, now Admin- 


istrator of Veterans' Affairs, is an 
old Army man, and a good one. He 
Knows, as even the 
proletarian- 


minded Russian discovered, thai 
there is no substitute for rank and 
discipline.- in a fighting army. 


When victory or defeat, life or 


jtlealh, can depend on Ihc carrying

hie. It becomes almost instinctive 
to give orders, to make decisions 
lor others, to expect thai they will 
be accepted without argument, lo 
be impatient of any contrary pro- 
posals, 


General Bradley has undoubtedly 


seen a good bit of this in his time. 
lie has probably seen it particularly 
in his present .surroundings. Mos'l 
likely he has heard Ihc complaint 
of many veterans that there is too 
much "brass" in the Vclerans' Ad- 
l-jt'minislralion—-particularly in Wash- 
ington. 


So the General has issued a sim 


pie bul wiso order. From now on, 
employe;; of the VA who formerly 
were officers will drop the military 
titles which they have clung to evcii 
though they are no longer in Ihe 
service, and are dealing with essen- 
tially civilian problems through un 
essentially civilian agency. 


Colonel Jones henceforth is Mr. 


Jones. 
He is mister on his name 


plate, on his office door, and on his 
.letters. lie is mister lo the foi mcr 
s-*Gls with whom he deals. It is a 


small enough change, but il ought 
to make a considerable difference. 


For the former officer, the plain 


title of mister is a reminder that the 
war is over. And for the former 
buck private silling across the desk 
from him, there is no longer the 
barrier of a title lo frighten him 
and freeze him and call to mind a 
lot of old differences and 
dislikes. 


Tho former private doesn't even 
need to know who his counselor is 
or what he has been unless the VA 


til official chooses to tell him. 


This not only promises a long- 


needed improvement in the conduct 
of the Veterans' 
Administration, 


but also gives notice that thcnew 
adminislralor is a man who can 
operate with the same quiet effec- 
tiveness in peace that he showed in 
war. 
By a seemingly insignificant 


directive, he has found a short cut 
to the solution of many veterans' 
problems. 


Ol course. General Bradley, be- 


ing an active member of the regu- 


^ lar Army will not become Mr. Brad 
'"'•' ley. But his conversion to a civilian 


way of thinking seems complete.
